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REMARKS 

Claims 1-12 are pending in the present application. 

The Examiner has required election in the present application between: 

Group I, claims 1-1 2, drawn to compounds and compositions of formula 1 where 
variables n, D, G, and Ar are defined as one or two, (CH 2 )i-2,-A-(CH 2 )i-2, N, and 
benzoisothiazole, respectively; 

Group II, claims 1-8 and 11-12, drawn to compounds and compositions of formula 1 not 
covered by Group I. 

For the purpose of examination of the present application, Applicants elect, without 
traverse, Group I, Claims 1-12. 

By way of clarification, Applicants note that the definition of the variable "n" in Group I 
is not correct. The Examiner should note that in claim 1, "n" is set forth as being either 0 or 1, 
not "1 or 2" as described above for Group I claims. Applicants suppose that n = 0 or 1 will be 
examined presently. 

The Examiner has further required an election of species of the invention for initial 
search and examination. Applicants accordingly elect the species of the compound of formula 
[9], as recited in the present claim 9. This election is made with the understanding that, if the 
elected species is found patentable, the Examiner will continue the examination of additional 
species to determine if a generic claim (e.g. claim 1) is patentable. 

Claims 1-4 and 7-12 read upon the elected species. All but claim 9 are generic or sub- 
generic.
